sion Service, presenting cow -test­ 
ing associations and the value of 
daily milk records in dairy farm ­ 
ing. 
Mr. Thomas cited data compiled 
from work done among dairy far- 
mt i s in other sections of Texas 
which demonstrated the value of 
testing and milk records over sev­ 
eral months or a year’s period, in 
giving farm ers 
an 
accurate and 
dependable record of profits 
or 
losses from each 
cow 
in 
theii 
herds. 
Testing and regular rec­ 
ord 
keeping, 
according 
to 
Mr. 
Thomas, is helping to weed out the 
boarder cows in Texas herds and is 
helping many Texas farm ers 
to 
build up herds of higher produc­ 
tion and greater profits per cow. 
Dr. C. N. Shepherdson followed 
Mr. Thomas with a 
careful ex­ 
planation of how testing may be 
carried 
on by mail 
milk 
samp­ 
les, if delivery can not be made 
direct from the farm to the test­ 
ing station. 
It is proposed 
to 
organize a 
cow testing association in Brazos 
county in the near future, through 
which every farmer having a herd 
of not less than 5 cows may se­ 
cure monthly test on each cow for 
12 months for the nominal fee of 
$1.50 per cow. 
The records from 
these cream tests, together with 
daily milk and feed weight records 
to be kept at the farms, will give 
a check on every cow subjected to 


the test, revealing profits or losses 
from her use as the case may be. 
While discussions which follow­ 
ed each talk made 
by dairy ex­ 
pel ts, revealed that there are many 
problems arid handicaps facing lo­ 
cal farm ers who . are 
struggling 
toward the acquiring of profitable 
d any herds, the most immediate 
problem appears to be that of d e­ 
livering the 
cream 
from 
local 
fau n s to the cream ery for sale. 
The dif fere n ce between sweet and 
sour cieam prices makes it desir­ 
able that cream be delivered every 
day and yet there is not at this 
time a sufficient volume of pro­ 
duction in th e local field to justify 
the lunning of a 
daily collection 
route. 
Semi-weekly collections are not 
proving altogether staisfectory in 
many ways, foi the reason 
that 
much of the cream must be sold at 
the lower price offered fo r sour 
cream and some failing to grade 
No. I sour, must be sold at an 
even lower rate. 
The question of 
continued as­ 
sistance from the chamber of com­ 
mence in maintaining a sem iw e ek ­ 
ly collection service, was discussed 
by H. H. Williamson, chairm an of 
the agricultural committee of the 
chamber 
of 
commerce, 
and J. 
Webb Howell, 
a 
member of the 
committee. 
Both Mr. Williamson and Mr. 
Howell stated that it was the ob­ 
jective of the 
chamber of 
com­ 
merce to make a collection service 
possible until such time as farm ers 
along the route would reach a pro­ 
duction point {hat should m ake the 
route self sustaining, but th at 
if 
farm ers who might patronize the 
route did not find the collection 
service more economical that in­ 
dividual delivery, there seemed to 
be little justification for m aintain­ 
ing the route on a mere break­ 
even basis. 
No definite decision was reached 
in the m ater 
of 
continuing 
the 
route now in operation a fte r June 
9, but discussion on the part of 
farm ers who live along th e route 
indicated that some action would 
be taken to maintain the ro ute or 
to 
substitute 
another 
service 
through cooperative agreem ent by 
which neighbors will altern ate 
in 
making deliveries every day or ev­ 
ery other day so that sweet cream 
prices m ay be commanded fo r a 
greater volume of the cream sold 
here. 
Following each 
talk 
m ade by 
members of the dairy departm ent 
and others, opportunity was given 
for farm ers to ask questions or 
express themselves on the subject 
being presented. 
In this way it 
was possible to assist m any with 
individual problems 
as 
well as 
touching on the fundam entals and 
common points of interest to all. 
Many took advantage of the op­ 
portunity at hand and visited the 
interior of the cream ery to observe 
equipment and methods employed 
there, and also to see the herds 
kept by the college and to visit the 
barns and see the equipm ent used 
in the feeding and milking of the 
college herds.

BETTER COTTON--—OR LESS 


The economic condition of Texas, especially "'Uh rela­ 
tion to agriculture, recently had the attention ot University 
of Texas men and other officials and individuals w ho are 
concerned in economic and developm ent service. OI partic­ 
ular significance to such a section as the Bryan trade terri­ 
tory, primarily an agricultural area with no other industry 
o f consequence, is the statem ent ot Dr. R. A. ( ox, head ot 
the university’s business research bureau. 
He suggested 
that the deterioration in the quality of cotton staple w as 
one of the chief handicaps to agriculture in this state. 
Speaking of this Dr. Cox said, “ In the m eantim e, 
Texas cotton has decreased in quality to such an extent 
that it has meant a loss of $70,000,000 to Texas farm ers in 
the last seven or eight years.”

tional reason for a veto. 
A nd it is m orally certain that 
a m ove to override the veto will not gain the support given 
that to m ake the new pension law effective.
